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Art Rejections: 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 
the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 
therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 
order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chinta et al, U.S. pat. No. 6, 879, 995. 

Per claims 1-2, Chinta discloses a system for monitoring 
and logging events generated during the execution of an on-line 
service application comprising: 

a) an event generator software module (202) residing on a 
production server computer adapted to execute an on-line service 



application (200) thereon, said event generator software module 
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being operable to cause the generation of events and associated 
event data representative of the performance of said on-line 
service application during execution thereof by said production 
server computer ( see col 29, lines 9-55 ) ; 

b) an event router software module residing on said production 
server computer and being operable to receive said events and 
associated event data and to produce a stream of events and 
associated event data for real-time event monitoring, i.e. 
logging events ( see col 36, lines 59-67 ) ; 

c) a controller software module residing on said production 
server computer and being adapted to control operation of said 
event router software module and to reconfigure operation of 
said event router software module during execution of said on- 
line service application ( col 37, lines 14-53 ) ; and, 

d) a real-time event monitor software module residing on said 
production server computer and being configurable with threshold 
criteria related to said events and associated event data, said 
real-time event monitor software module being operable to 
receive said stream of events and associated event data and to 
generate alerts and associated alert data, e.g., emails, pages, 
etc., ( see col 40, lines 12-16 ) . 

Chinta does not explicitly teach generating an alert in 
response to a predetermined threshold criteria being exceeded by 
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an event. It is however noted that many common errors and/or 
warning messages are generated based upon real-time monitored 
conditions against predetermined threshold criteria, e.g., low 
on memory, disk space, etc., ( see col 40, lines 5-16 ) . 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize such 
predetermined threshold criteria in Chinta for logging events 
generating alerts. 

Per claims 3-8, Chinta teaches identifying generated events 
into different types or levels of use, i.e., normal, warning or 
error, and logging the events based upon the identified types or 
levels of use ( see col 37, lines 1-13 ) . 

Per claims 9-12, Chinta teaches configuring a log buffer 
for temporarily storing events ( see col 37, lines 54-61 ) . 

Per claims 13t14, Chinta teaches defining a destination 
location/file for storing the logged events ( see col 37, lines 
24-53 ) . 

Per claims 15-17, Chinta teaches specifying time internal 
for logging events and defining the file name based upon 
server/process ID and/or creation time ( see col 38, line 13 - 
col 39, line 9) . 
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Per claim 18, Chinta teaches providing an interface to 
enable/disable event logging functions ( see col 37, lines 13- 
15) . 

Per claims 19-20, it would have been obvious to one skilled 
in the art to practice Chinta ^ s invention to log any types of 
events . 

Per claims 21-27, Chinta teaches logging events into a 
database so that they can be retrieved or reported to other 
entities ( see col 37, lines 50-53 ) . It would have been obvious 
to one skilled in the art to recognize that logged events would 
have been transmitted to other servers in the network using any 
conventional data processing manners. 

Claims 28-40 are similar in scope as that of claims 1-27.
